The  Year  in  Review 

The  2005  season  was  a  rebuilding  year  for  the  Baseball 
Bears.  The  team  suffered  in  the  2004  season  because  of  13 
players  either  injured  or  ineligible.  The  2005  season,  however, 
didn't  turn  out  as  good  as  the  team  had  wished. 

The  Baseball  Bears  finished  the  2005  season  with  a  record  of 
21-31.  They  had  hoped  to  finish  above  a  500%,  but  fell  short  by 
ten  games. 

It  was  a  great  year  for  several  individuals,  though. 
Freshman  Jeff  Stoll  lead  the  team  in  homeruns  with  10  before 
suffering  an  ankle  sprain  and  being  sidelined  for  the  last  third 
of  the  season.  Stoll  made  First  Team  All  Conference  as  well  as 
Rafael  Marcano. 

Travis  Hall  and  Joe  Luli  made  Honorable  Mention  and 
Brenton  Dials  was  the  only  Bear  to  make  Academic  All 
Conference. 

The  Bears  got  in  the  record  books,  however,  when  they 
played  the  longest  game  in  NAIA  baseball  history.  The  first 
game  of  the  Mid-South  Conference  tournament  lasted  22 
innings  before  the  Bears  lost  to  Lambuth  University.  The  Bears 
were  eliminated  from  the  tournament  in  the  second  game 
against  Lindsey  Wilson. 

The  Bears  are  ready  for  next  season  and  plan  on  making 
some  noise  in  the  post  season.

Marcano  had  a  career  high  season  for 
the  Bears  in  2005.  He  finished  with  a  .327 
batting  average,  and  had  56  hits  with  16 
doubles.
